Dear Mr. Gregg: 

I write regarding your February 13, 2019 Freedom of Information Act request for logs of FOIA 
requests to the Delaware Department of Justice for “fiscal years 2017 and 2018.” 

Enclosed are logs covering the period from January 1, 2017 to February 9, 2019. Certain 
information has been redacted under the following exemptions: 

• 29 Del C. § 10002(1)(1) - “Any personnel, medical or pupil file, the disclosure of which would 
constitute an invasion of personal privacy, under this legislation or under any State or federal law 
as it relates to personal privacy” 

• 29 Del C. § 10002(1)(3) - “Investigatory files compiled for civil or criminal law-enforcement 
purposes including pending investigative files, pretrial and presentence investigations and child 
custody and adoption files where there is no criminal complaint at issue” 

• 29 Del C. § 10002(1)(4) - “Criminal files and criminal records, the disclosure of which would 
constitute an invasion of personal privacy” 

• 29 Del C. § 10002(1)(6) - “Any records specifically exempted from public disclosure by statute or 
common law,” including but not limited to attorney-client privilege, attorney work product 
privilege, the Victims’ Bill of Rights, and the common law of privacy. 

• 29 Del C. § 10002(1)(9) - “Any records pertaining to pending or potential litigation which are not 
records of any court.” 

The Delaware Attorney General’s Office has fully evaluated this matter, and this response is 
deemed a final determination of your records request by the Chief Deputy Attorney General or his designee. 
Your administrative remedy to petition the Chief Deputy Attorney General pursuant to 29 Del C. § 
10005(b) is therefore exhausted as of the date on this letter. As time limitations apply, you may wish to 
review your rights and obligations under the Delaware Freedom of Information Act statute at 29 Del C. 
§§ 10001 - 10007 and other relevant authority promptly with your legal counsel, if you have chosen to 
retain counsel. 

Our office now considers the matter closed.
